Thousands of persons in many 
cities who spent hours Tuesday 
rushing the offices of internal reve- 
nue collectors, alarmed because they 
could not obtain war revenue 
stamps, were needlessly frightened 
over what might happen if they were 
not on the minute with their stamp- 
ing. The internal revenue bureau 
in the treasury department, itself 
much worried over the task of get- 
ting the iaw into smooth w. rking 
order, found time late in the day to 
send information to collectors, mak- 
ing it plain, and orders no prosecu- 
tion of persons who are willingly but 
unable to buy stamps. Instructions 
say: . 

"Date all special tax returns No- 
vember 30 until you can handle ap- 
plications promptly, unless you have 
information that no effort was made 
to file same prior to that date. If 
unable to supply demands for docu- 
mentary stamps for bills of lading, 
permit shipments to go forward, 
have record kept and affix or cancel 
stamps when received. Notify rail- 
roads." 

By this notice the commissioners' 
office expected to relieve a situation 
which promised to become embar- 
rassing to thousands of individuals, 
and might have brought much con- 
fusion to railroads and shippers. 

As an illustration of the vast num- 
ber of stamps reporte I, it was point- 
ed out that virtually every article in 
drug stores is subject to tax. Many 
drug stores carry possibly 100,000 
such taxable articles, and there Bre 
thousands of drug stores throughout 
the country. 

The bureau made public a ruling 
that certificates issued by officers of 
a state in the interest uf the state 
are not subject to the tax. Certifi- 
cates issued by an officer of the gov- 
ernment at the request of private 
persons solely for private use must 
be stamped. 

In this city business is going 
ahead as usual with the understand- 
ing that the stamps will be attached 
as soon as they can be secured.

The Germans, when they started 
for Wf -saw. dashed full tilt into a 
mass oi Russian troops and forced 
their w iy so far in that the Russians 
closed i n them. This was taken in 
Petrog ad to mean that some of the 
Germa i divisions had been cut off 
and th it their surrender orannihil: | 
tion w is inevitable. 

It appears, however, that, fighting 
for their very lives and in the knowl- 
edge that a great defeat would end 
the German offensive and compel 
them to fall back on their own fron- 
tiers, the German troops broke 
through the Russian lines at one 
place and at another in holding their 
entrenchments against all the Rus- 
sian attacks. Their flanks are still 
being hairassed by the Cossacks, but 
seemingly the Russians are not now 



ting that h 
a fortnight, must necessarily be very 
heavy on both sides. 

Against the Austro-German forces 
in the south the Russians continue 
to gain more decisive results. They 
now bold all Austrian positions pro- 
tecting the Carpathian passes and 
are said to have arrived abreast of 
Cracow, while their captures for 
three weeks unmber 50,000 men. 

In the west, although the German 
official report says there is nothing 
to communicate, the French official 
statement notes that a lively cannon- 
ade in Belgium and German activity 
north of Arras. This may mean the 
Germans have commenced, or are 
about to commence, another attempt 
to get through French ports. Cer- 
tainly there are important changes 
in the dispositions of the German 
troops.

Wood Lot Compo»ed Mostly of Young 

the Stand. 

(Prepared br the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Most farmer* already own wood 
lots; every farmer ought to own one. 
Yet the wood lot is frequently not a 
paying proposition financially, and it 
almost never as profitable as it should 
be. Why? Simply because the farm- 
er does not realize Its true value. As 
a result he neglects to care for the 
trees during their life, and Is at a dis- 
advantage when it comes to selling 
them. Any effort to Improve present 
conditions muit, therefore, take these 
two facta Into consideration. 

The essential point for every farm- 
er to recognize, Is that the trees In 
his wood lot are Just as much a farm 
crop as are his corn, oats, hay, or oth- 
er products. Moreover, they have 
many advantages over other crops— 
they require comparatively little care 
and iabor; they can be harvested dur- 
ing the winter when other work is 
slack; there are no storage charges 
on the crop because trees can be left 
standing without deterioration an In- 
definite time until they can be sold 
profitably or used to advantage on the 
farms; and they rurnlsh protection to 
buildings, to cattle, and to crops, from 
wind, drought and frost 

Unquestionably, then, the wood lot 
deserves better than the present neg- 
lect, or often worse, to which It is 
now subjected. No farmer would think 
for a moment of burning over a crop 
of young wheat. Yet that is Just what 
many do with their crop of young 
trees. Nor is the damage confined to 
the young growth; even the larger 
trees, though seldom destroyed out- 
right, are weakened so that eventually 
they will fall a prey to Insects, fungi, 
or wind; furthermore, the fertility ot 
the soil is greatly lessened by fires. 
Every fire that runs through a wood 
lot is a direct source of loss to the 
owner. The absolute exclusion of fire 
is, therefore, the first and most im- 
portant step In the rational manage- 
ment of the wood lot. 

Closely connected with this is the 
exclusion of stock, which do much 
damage in destroying and retarding 
young growth, particularly of broad- 
leaf trees, and in packing down the 
soil and exposing the roots of trees. 

Finally, the farmer should select the 
trees to be cut in such a way as to 
Improve rather than impair tte wood 
lot. Too often the reverse has been 
the case and the wood lot has de- 
teriorated steadily through the re- 
moval of the best trees, leaving the 
less valuable species and poorer indi- 
viduals to take possession of the 
ground. No knowledge of technical 
forestry is necessary to enable the 
farmer to recognize the trees which 
are defective, crooked, unusually 
branchy, or of undesirable species; or 
to realise that the cutting of these

ties, mine timbers, lumber, etc.), are 
In greatest demand In the locality? 
What species of trees are best sdapted 
for each? In what sizes should the 
material be cut? By what unit of 
measure (cord, lineal foot, board foot, 
piece, etc.) should they be sold? What 
price should they bring on the basis 
of their value to the purchaser? 
These are samples of the questions 
that every farmer should be able to 
answer to his own satisfaction before 
attempting to dispose of his wood lot 
products. Even then he may be at 
a disadvantage when dealing singly 
with a purchaser who Is more expe- 
In such matters and may have 
or less control over the local 
Co-operation among wood lot 
In the disposal of their Umber 
la consequently as necessary as In the 
disposal of their fruit, vegetables, or 
grains, and Is frequently the only way 
In which they can secure Its full value. 

Above all, the Becret of success In 
handling the wood lot, lies in the rec- 
ognition of the fact that trees are a

The Butterfly's Immunity. 

"The general immunity of butterflies 
and day-flying rnotba from attack by 
Insectivorous birds is aa strikingly 
evident in India as It Is In Kngland or 
America, and seems a serious diffi- 
culty In the way of accepting the 
Hateslan theory of mimicry. Not only 
do the birds of this district," writes 
an Indian correspondent of Nature, 
"pay no attention to the common but- 
terflies, but the latter seem to despise 
the former. In contrast with this im- 
munity, 1 have found that noturnal 
moths If forced to take long flights 
during the daytime, are liable to at- 
tack, and in these circumstances 
stand a poor chance indeed of reach- 
ing a haven of refuge. 

"It seems, then, that unfamiliar lepi- 
doptera are much more liable to at- 
tack than the common everyday 
kind."

Foot-and- Mouth disease is hig' ly 
infectious and miy be carried on :he 
?h >es of persons who have access to 
a»i infected herd. The disf ase n ay 
also be carried on wheels of vehhles 
and in vsrioui other wavs. Hi .ice 
one rmthod of spreading the inf. c- 
tion results from the visitin/of in- 
teetei farms by farmers and other 
persons intent on seeing the disease. 
F rom an educational 3Unding, farm- 
ers and cattle men are, in a measure, 
justified in desiring to observe the 
disease at first hand, yet thed nger 
resulting from this greatly overbil- 
^nc s ths information to be gainei 
and is a practice which should be con- 
demned by all having theinle estsof 
live stock ra'ssrs at heart. Dogs and 
c its should be kept fed up. a id every 
method employed to destroy pigeons, 
buzzards, sparrows and other c.r- 
riersof the infection. Birdt and 
do*s are not susceptible to the dis- 
ease but are capable of spnading 
the infection to adjoining farm*. 

It is imperative that all susp c'.ed 
cases of foot-and-mouth di*a*e be 
reported to State and F.daral au- 
thorities at once, ard that no animals 
suffering from thn disease be cm- 
cealed. They will eventually bejun- 
cover.d in the routine inspection 
which will involve a long quarantine 
of the f n ire State and which works 
a hardship on tie people ar d caun 8 
a great depression in business. Sume 
farmers are r ot aware of the serious- 
ness of this dis> ase and i he inconven- 
ience it will bring about until sup- , 
pressed. The heartiest cooperation 
should be forthcoming from all cat- 
tlemen. All suspected cases should 
be reported to Dr. S. F. Mussulman, 
S'a'e Veterinarian, Louisville, Ky. i 
The-e is no known cure for this 
dis« ase. There are several remedies 
suggested Tom unreliable sources 
that are absolu ely worthless, both 
as preventives and as cures for this 
d sesse. Do not buy any remedial 
It* this purpose, regardless of testU , 
m nials. 

Avoid "sure cures" and so-callat 
serums for this disease, and not per 
mit the promulgators of same or 
your premises. Tiny might brini 
the inf ction to your farm from in 
fected he-ds.

common to sheep, but It will maintain 
the flock In a much better state of 
general healthfulness. 

There are several proprietary dips 
■>n the market which can be used 
successfully at a moderate cost. 
Standard dtps of this kind are gener- 
ally used In the proportion of one 
part of dip to forty parts of water, 
making a 2V4 per cent solution. The 
best and most effective time to dip 
sheep Is about ten days after shear- 
ing. It will take much less of the 
solution and be far more effective. 
Dipped in this way the sheep can be 
!>ul through the tank very rapidly, 
while if they are dipped for scab or 
while the wool Is on they should be 
immersed Beveral limes and held un- 
der, excepting the head, from one and 
one-half to two minutes. In case of 
sheep scab all should be loosened so 
that ihe dip will thoroughly penetrate 
the exposed parts. 

In the actual construction of a dip- 
ping tank the aim should be to provide 
for efficient dipping and still not have 
the tank so large as to require an 
excenslve amount of dip. If properly 
constructed the saving of dip will 
prove to be an item during the season. 

The ordinary galvanised iron tank 
Is the one In moat common use, but it 
is not aa lasting aa a tank built of 
brick and then cemented, or the solid 
concrete vat built In a mold or form. 
This will cost more, but will last a 
lifetime, and there will be no bulging 
or leaking If the masonry work has 
been properly done. A tank 10 feet 
long at the top. 4 feet long at the 
bottom, 20 inches wide at the top and

GERMANY 

TO BLAME 

French "Yellow Rook" Reviews 
The Causes of The Euro- 
pean War. 



France has issued a formal state- 
ment of the causes of the war, put- 
ting the blame upon Germany alone. 
Kxtracts are here given: 

EARLY MOVEMENT. 
"It was first in the spring of 1913 
that we noted th a colossal and ex 
pensive military effort which alone 
can explain the desire to impose the 
Germanic superiority and hegemony 
upon the powers of the triple en- 
tente. When France responded to 
this menace by the drafting of the 
law of three years' service in the 
army, this measure of defense was 
denounced in official circle* in Berlin 
aa a 'provocation which should not 
be tolerated.' — ■*» " — 
"In April of 1913 a secret and offi- 
cial Cerman report defined 'the ob- 
jective and the means of the national 
S policy' as follows: Convince the peo- 
ple of the necessity of an offensive 
war against France; prepare upris- 
ings in Russia and North Africa; 
provide for, in case of hostilities, the 
immediate absorption of Belgium 
and Holland. 

'These are the ideas extolled in 
this report; such is the program that, 
shortly after, we saw the Germans 
endeavor to put into operation. 
KAISKK SHARES BLAME. 
"We declare that Emperor Wil- 
liam, who up to that time had posed 
as a champion of peace, admitted in 
the course of a conversation with the 
king of Belgium that he had finally 
come to share the ideas of his mili- 
tary advisers. He had planned him- 
self among the partisans of a war 
which he thought would not be long 
delayed and the overpowering success 
of which seemed to him certain. 
Public opinion, in its turn, permitted 
itself to be won over by the passions 
of the military party and to come to 
consider the affair of Agadir as a 
defeat for Germany. It regarded 
the existence of a strong France as 
a danger to Germany and the break- 
ing out of a European war as the 
only remedy for all difficulties an< 
all uncertainties. 

'These bellicose dispositions con 
stituted a permanent danger for the 
peace of Europe. 

"From a persual of the six other 
chapters of the 'yellow book' which 
are devoted to the diplomatic negoti- 
ations carried on in the month of 
Ju'v, there is to be deducted, and 
supported by evidence, the following 
impressions: That the combination 
between Austria and Germany had 
decided upon war, aad that on four 
successive occasions this combination 
endeavored to precipitate war by 
violent proceedings, the purpose of 
which was to prevent or to insure 
the failure of all efforts at concilia- 
tion. The first of these proceedings 
was the Austrian ultimatum toServia 
(July 24) which was the origin of 
this conflict. In spite of the fact 
that the Belgrade government offer- 
ed, for the prosecution of the assas- 
sins of the Austrian archduke, every 
facility compatible with its dignity, 
the cabinet of Vienna summoned the 
government at Belgrade not only to 
disavow all complicity with the crime 
at Sarayevo, but furthermore, to per- 
mit foreign functionaries to seek the 
authors of this crime on Servian 
territory. 

GERMAN PROPOSAL. 
"Vienna gave Servia only two days 
to accept integrally these Draconian 
conditions. In spite of the fact that 
M. von Jagow. the German minister 
of foreign affairs, claimed to be in 
ignorance of the contents of this 
note (which was nevertheless known 
to the president of the Bavarian 
council), Germany immediately, and 
without restriction, united herself 
with her ally. The German ambas- 
sador came to the quay d'orsay (the 
French foreign office in Paris) and 
endeavored to carry through a pro- 
posal which he represented as being 
peaceful, but which was in reality 
threatening. He declared that the 
conflict should remain localized and 
any intervention on the part of a 
third power would result in incalcu- 
bltt consequences. This was tanta- 
mount to letting it be understood 
that Austria should have every liber- 



would have recourse to arms to pre- 
vent Russia from succoring Servia. 

RUSSIA PEACEFUL. 
"The chance* for peace now seem- 
ed greatly reduced, particularly as 
the Austrian army began the bom- 
bardment of Belgrade, the occupation 
of which seemed to be nothing more 
than a question of hours. The pow- 
ers of the triple entente did not, 
however, give up all hope of accom 
plishing something in these last re- 
maining minutes. On one side Sir 
Edward Grey, British foreign secre- 
tory, started a new project for 
four-sided mediation, a project in 
which Russia joined at the demand 
of France. M. von Jagow, to whom 
this project was communicated, 
evaded it by declaring that while he 
adhered to its principle, it was neces- 
sary to find a formula that would be 
acceptable to Austria. He was then 
invited to formulate himself a pro 
posal of settlement, but he again 
avoided the issue by saying that he 
would consult the Vi 
this point. 

Sit fidwaTd Grey, whose spirit of 
conciliation seemed indefatigable, 
then came forward with aaanew 
compromisory proposition which 
provided that all powers should call 
a halt to their military preparations 
Futhermore. Russia gave a fresh 
evidence of her desire to maintain 
the peace of Europe by offering to 
maintain an attitude of expectation, 
if Austria would agree not to under- 
take any measures directed against 
the sovereignty of Servia, even after 
having occupied Belgrade. 

AUSTRIANS BACK DOWN. 
"It was then that the cabinet of 
Vienna, perhaps fearful of the con- 
sequences of its irreconciliability and 
feeling the necessity of taking a step 
backward, declaring for the first 
time that it was ready to discuss 
with Europe the fundamental prin- 
ciples of its difference with Servia. 
At the very moment that this work 
in the direction of reciprocal con- 
cessions seemed to warrant a last 
hope of peace, an irreparable move 
ment on the part of Germany prom- 
ised to endanger definitely the 
results acquired with so much labor 
and to force the crisis to a violent 
solution. 

"At the beginning of the conflict 
this power, Germany, had com 
menced military preparations and 
she continued with feverish haste. 
At the very moment when her 
representatives in foreign countries 
were protesting her pacific intentions, 
July 31, Germany addressed to the 
Russian government an ultimatum 
giving Russia twelve hours in which 
to demobilize on her Austrian as well 
as on her German frontiers. The 
alternative was that Germany would 
mobilize. This was done at a time 
when the Russian government had 
given evidence of its conciliatory 
attitude and at a time when Austria- 
Hungary was showing herself dis 
posed to discuss with Europe the 
question of her note to Servia. 

"There could be no doubt as to 
the answer to such an ultimatum. 
From that moment the cause of 
peace was definitely lost, the reason 
being this precipitate action on the 
part of Germany. The obligations 
of alliances had to be observed, and 
the great powers were drawn into 
the fatal conflict."
